1. Dissolve five spoonfuls of sugar in 
a cup of water. 

2. Pour this solution into a clear 
bottle. 

3. Now mix one spoonful of yeast 
and two spoonfuls of water and 
pour this mixture into the bottle 
containing the sugar solution. 

4. Now fix a balloon tightly to the 
neck of the bottle and tie a string 
round it. 

5. Put this bottle in a warm place. 
After some time the balloon will 
get inflated. 

This is because the yeast breaks 

down the sugar to release carbon 

dioxide gas which inflates the 
balloon.
